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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument offered by the Applicant with 
regard to claims have addressed sufficiently in the Examiner's office action and the Examiner's position remains unchange. a) Regarding 
claim 1, Examiner cites prior art over Dabell (US 6,621,862 B1) present a transmitter of analog signlas over links, such as Category-5 
cable, which is link over Gigabit Ethernet. Applicant claims sampling, equalizing, and quantizing over analog signal, and then produce a 
digital output signal. Dabell, on the other hand, input analog singals, converter them to digital signals, then perform equalization and 
quantization. Although Applicant and Dabell contain different elements in design, both systems are equivalent in function and would be 
recongnize by ordinary skill in the art. Moreover, Applicant does not provide any specific advantage of signal transmission over the prior 
art. b) Regarding claim 21, Examiner cites prior art over Shimomura et al. (US 6,404,525 B1), wherein signal deteriotation monitor of 
gain equalizer is shown in Fig. 23, which is inherent as Applicant claimed adaptive equalizer, since the goal of equalizer is to eliminate 
intersymbol interference and additive noise. 
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
